Awakening  Non-Givers  Is  Planned

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  Execu¬ 
tives  of  Southern  Baptist  agencies  and 
members  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee  laid  tentative  plana 
in  a  called  meeting  here  September  21 
for  an  enlarged  program  of  world 
evangelism  beginning  in  1950. 

The  session  had  been  called  to  con¬ 
sider  proposals  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  for  a  Program  of  Advanoo 
which  would  increase  the  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  personnel  from  €70  to  1,750  and 
the  Board’s  annual  budget  from  $3.- 
500,000  to  110,000,0000. 

Members  of  the  Executive  Comml- 
te’s  promotion  and  finance  subcom¬ 
mittees  formed  the  nucleus  for  the 
meeting,  and  their  recommendations 
will  be  presented  to  the  full  regular 
session  of  the  Executive  Committee  in 
mended  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
December.  Actions  there  will  be  recom- 
vention  meeting  in  Oklahoma  City 
next  May. 

It  was  a  session  of  deep  q>lritual  in¬ 
terest  with  prayerful  concern  given  to 
all  phases  of  the  denominational  work. 

Dr.  M.  T  her  on  Rankin,  execntfre 
secretary  for  the  Foreign  Board, 
likened  the  need  for  expansion  to  • 
pyramid  with  foreign  missions  at  the 
top  and  the  local  churches  at  the 
base.

Dr.  D.  M.  Nelson,  President  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College,  spoke  at  the  opening 
of  the  1948-49  session  “The  Meaning 
and  Mission  of  Mississippi  College.”  As 
a  part  of  the  opening  program.  Dean 
Howard  E.  Spell  presented  all  the  new 
faculty  members  to  the  student  body. 

Dr.  Nelson’s  speech  is  printed  in  part: 

“Where  no  counsel  is,  the  people 
fall;  but  in  the  multitude  of  counse¬ 
lors  there  is  Safety.”  (Proverbs  11:14). 

“Without  counsel,  purposes  are  dis¬ 
appointed,  but  in  the  multitude  of 
counselors,  they  are  established.” 

(Proverbs  15:22).  In  the  spirit  of  these 
Biblical^  passages  we  come  this  morn¬ 
ing  to  take  counsel  with  faculty  and 
student  body  and  consider  with  them 
the  Meaning  and  Mission  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  College.  This  Is  done  that  all 
might  have  a  fuller  knowledge  of  their 
heritage  and,  therefore,  better  re¬ 
late  themselves  to  their  areas  of  acti¬ 
vities  and  responsibilities.  .  .

The  Convention  Radio  Committee  is 
announcing  a  new  plan  as  adopted  by 
the  Joint  committees  in.  a  recent 
meeting  in  the.  Baptist  Building  at 
Jackson  for  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Hour  according  to  Rev.  A.  L.  Gatewood 
chairman  of  the  Radio  Committee. 

Heretofore,  only  a  select  few  stations 
could  be  carried  because  of  the  limited 
funds  and  the  securing  of  a  network 
that  was  already  established.  As  of

work  overseas  .only  as  such  expansion 
Is  based  on  the  strengthening  of  all 
the  srork  beginning  with  the  local 
church." 

Maintaia  Cooperative  Program 

Such  reason  became  the  thinking  of 
the  group,  and  proposals  adopt  ask¬ 
ed  for  maintaing  of  present  emphasis 
on  the  Cooperative  Program,  both  for 
operating  needs  and  capital  needs,  re¬ 
inforced  with  appeals  for  Increased 
giving.  A  special  offering  was  proposed 
for  the  Spring  of  1950  to  boost  Coope¬ 
rative  Program  receipts  that  year  to 
a  goal  of  $10,000,000. 

"Kejaiciag  la  the  Messing  of  Al¬ 
mighty  God  which  has  caased  aU  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  enterprises  to  prosper 
ia  reeeat  years  to  a  degree  never  ex¬ 
perienced  heretofore,"  said  the  recom¬ 
mendation  approved  by  the  group,  “we 
are  hambled  nevertheless  as  we  face 
the  desperate  need  of  the  world  for 
which  Christ  died. 

“This  need  has  been  laid  upon  our 
hearts  afresh  by  the  advance  program 
proposed  by  the  F  o  r  e  Ig  n  Mission 
Board,  following  their  survey  of  for¬ 
eign  fields." 

Time  and  again  throughout  the 
meeting,  reference  was  made  to  seem¬ 
ingly  inequitable  division  of  funds  by 
the  local  church.  Figures  and  charts 
presented  by  Dr.  Merrill  D.  Moore,  dir¬ 
ector  of  promotion,  revealed  that  aver¬ 
age  local  churches  are  retaining  78.5 
per  cent  of  the  collection  plate  dollar 
—  with  all  Cooperative  Program 
agen<des,  state  and  southwide,  receiv¬ 
ing  only  21$  per  cent.  This  is  far 
from  the  projected  goal  of  a  50-50 
division  of  funds. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  50-50 
plan  of  distribution  throughout  — 
figured  on  the  basis  of  1947  gifts  of 
$132,00,000  to  the  local  churches  — 
would  adequately  meet  denomination¬ 
al  needs  as  presently  stated.  In  fact, 
the  12$  per  cent  of  the  collection  plate 
dollar  reaching  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  in  a  50-50  division  throughout 
would  have  provided  last  year  |1S,- 
300,000  for  foreign  missions. 

Need  for  Baptist  aggressiveness  in 
this  post  war  period  was  stated  by  Dr. 
Rankin :  "We  have  'tremendous  re¬ 
sources,  both  material  and  spiritual, 
to  exert  a  tremendous  Influence  upon 
the  life  of  the  world  today.  We  be¬ 
lieve  sincerely  that  we  have  an  un¬ 
derstanding  of  Ood’s  message  in  Christ 
Jesus  that  the  world  urgently  and 
critically  needs.  ‘ 

"We  have  determined  that  In  mak¬ 
ing  our  contribution  to  the  world,  we 
will  do  so  not  through  comblnatkms 
with  other  religious  denominations  or 
through  such  combined  agencies  as 
the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

Nun -Givers  Need  Awakming 

"Since  we  are  not  to  make  our  con¬ 
tribution  In  that  way.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  must  organize  ourselves  to  make 
our  contribution  In  our  own  way." 

K.  Paul  Candill,  chairman  uf  the 
finance  committee,  tcimcd  the  seenr- 
ing  jft  increased  gifts  "a  matter  uf 
getting  the  hearts  uf  the  people  ac- 
oatnted  with  the  tragic  needs  uf 
Christian  missiuns.  We  mast  awaken 
the  99  to  M  per  cent  of  unr  people 
who  are  giving  next  to  nothing."  Be 
declared  that  people  informed  uf  the 
needs  wiU  be  "so  motivated  that  as 
Christians  we’d  rather  do  with  less 
food  and  fewer  shoes  to  see  mtssiun- 
arles  by  the  thousands  going  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth  to  minister  In 
Christ’s  naaie." 

Dr.  Robert  O.  Lee,  president  of  the 
Convention,  said:  "Unless  our  hearts 


are  25,000  miles  m  clrcumrerence,  they 
are  too  small." 

Dr.  Candill  reportg^  that  total  de¬ 
nominational  giving  to  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  causes  had  Increased 
from  $880,000  In  1933  to  almost  $8,000,- 
000  last  year.  The  CcK>perative  Pro¬ 
gram  (undesignated)  had  Increased 
from  $580,093  to  $5,217,762  in  the  same 
period.

(Oontlnued  from  Page  One) 
ter.  The  need  for  men’s  clothing  ig 
more  grave  than  that  for  women’s. 
Work  clothes,  underclothes  and  suits 
for  dress  wear  are  especially  needed. 
The  need  of  underclothes  for  women 
and  children  is  greater. 

It  is  a  consensus  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Relief  Committee  of  the  Baptist; 
World  Alliance  in  London  that  by  the 
middle  of  the  summer  of  1949  it  will 
be  possible  to  diminish  greatly  the 
need  for  relief  in  Europe.  There  has 
been  the  best  harvest  this  year.  This 
means  that  the  fexxi  situation  Is  bet¬ 
ter  Uiough  not  much.  Europe  is  not 
in  a'  position  to  raise  enough  food  for 
herself.  If  the  harvest  of  1949  proves 
to  be  as  good  as  1948.  conditions 
be  greaUy  bettered.  The  ReUef  Com¬ 
mittee  meeting  in  London  also  made 
plans  concerning  displaced  persons 
Further  Information  will  be  released 
soon  by  the  Relief  Committee  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance.

CHILDREN  DO  GET  DRUNK  IN 
BARS 

In  a  single  week  five  children  ap¬ 
peared  before  Judge  Walter  H.  Beck¬ 
ham  of  the  Juvenile  Court  in  Miami, 
Florida,  charged  with  drunkenness. 
One  of  them  was  a  girl  only  twelve 
years  of  age.  She  was  arrested  with 
a  girl  just  out  of  her  teens.  They  had 
been  drinking  in  the  saloons.  The 
other  three  were  boys.  AU  of  them 
had  purchased  liquor  in  local  bars 
They  gave  the  names  of  the  parties 
who  sold  them  the  drink,  and  police 
arrested  tbe  bar  owners.  The  Judge 
said,  “Cases  of  chUdren  arrested  fpr 
being  dnmk  come  before  this  court 
almost  dally.”  He  continued:  “It  is 
not  the  cases  we  have  that  worry  us 
as  much  as  the  cases  we  don’t  have. 
Anybody  in  Dade  county  can  see  tbe  « 
sale  of  UquSr  to  children  if  they  visit 
bars  and  taverns  any  night  between 
ten  an<J  midnight.  This  is  especially 
true  of  so-caUed  ‘juke  Joints’  where 
there  is  music  and  dancing.” 

Dade  county,  Florida,  Is  not  the  only 
place  where  chUdren  are  sold  liquor 
In  bars  and  taverns.  This  is  true 
wherever  liquor  is  sold  legally.  Yet 
the  advocate  of  legalized  whiskey  in 
Mississippi  would  have  us  beUeve  that 
they  want  to  protect  youth.  They  are 
Interested  in  Just  one  thing;  namely, 
money  in  their  own  pockets.  ’They  do 
not  care  for  boys  and  girls.  They  are 


not  Interested  in  the  home,  the 
church,  the  best  interests  of  the  com¬ 
munity  and  state.  Tour  personal 
rights  do  not  interest  them.  They  are 
after  dollars.  ’They  have  no  principle. 
To  be  sure  some  who  are  liquor  and 
beer  guzzelers  advocate  legalized  li¬ 
quor  for  their  own  convenience.  They 
ate  selfish  enough  to  sacrifice  every¬ 
thing  that  is  high,  holy  and  good  for 
the  gratification  of  their  own  selfish 
desires  and  appetites.  The  Campaign 
for  legal  liquor,  however,  is  pu.<thed 
by  those  who  profit  by  its  sale. 

The  wets  admit  that  they  are  going 
all  out  after  our  children:  “We  must 
train  up  a  diking  youth”  came  out 
in  the  Brewers  Digest  after  the  re¬ 
peal  of  the  18th  Amednment.  Their 
150-mlllion-doIlar  advertisements  for 
1947,  and  their  insidious  allurements 
are  all  designed  for  this  purpose.  ’They 
are  after  our  boys  and  girls. 

A  New  Jersey  saloon  has  a  child¬ 
ren’s  hour.  ’They  draw  the  children  in 
for  a  hour  of  television  shows.  The 
purpose  Is  to  make  customers  out  of 
them  in  a  year  or  two.  How  long  will 
American  people  tolerate  such  exploit¬ 
ing  of  youth.  How  long  will  we  allow 
the  hounds  of  hell  to  prey  on  our 
young.  Judge  Fred  Baiels,  eight  years 
Juvenile  Judge  in  Ohio,  speaking  of 
these  things  said,  “Mankind  is  the 
only  part  of  God’s  creation  that  will 
prey  on  their  young.”  Pray  for  the 
return  of  national  prohibition.

Kosciusko,  Miss.,  Sept.  24  —  Final 
arrangements  are  being  made  by  Kos¬ 
ciusko's  First  Baptist  church  for  a 
celebration  of  Its  centennial  at  the 
church  Sunday,  October  10  from  10:46 
a.  m.  to  4.  p.  m..  dlsclossed  James  T. 
Crawley,  general  chairman  of  ar¬ 
rangements  In  a  press  release  today. 

Dr.  Rowland  Q.  Leavell,  president  of 
the  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  formerly  of  Oxford  and  a 
member  of  the  Leavell  family  which 
has  been  outstanding  for  many  years 
In  Baptist  history,  will  be  the  main 
speaker  for  the  occasion. 

A  special  musical  program  Is  being 
arranged  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
L.  L.  Brown,  music  chairman  and 
church  organist.  Featured  will  be  the 
Kosciusko  Men's  Chonis,  directed  by 
BUI  Nason. 

A  high  point  of  the  aU  day  session 
wlU  be  the  centennial  contribution  to 
the  buUdlng  fund  of  the  church  which 
at  present  has  reached  a  total  of  $60,- 
000. 

Former  pastors  of  the  church  wiU 
be  extended  a  special  Invitation  to  at¬ 
tend  the  participate  In  the  ceremonies. 
Also  specially  Invited  are  former  mem¬ 
bers  and  their  famUies. 

Present  pastor  of  the  church,  the 
Rev.^  R.  C.  Holcomb,  is  In  his  tenth 
year  as  pastor.  Great  strides  have  been 
made  In  membership  and  financial 
growth  imder  his  leadership.  Member¬ 
ship  has  been  enlarged  to  the  present 
1314  members.  Including  276  non-re¬ 
sident  members. 

Organized  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Nash, 
the  church  had  Its  first  location  in  a 
frame  buUdlng  on  the  comer  of  North 
Huntington  and  Fairground  Street 
which  was  later  used  as  a  school  build¬ 
ing  by  Miss  Ellen  McNulty.
